1 . Claims 1-4 and 7-9 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in 
claimed combination, "... wherein said rendering means performs band mapping of data if band 
mapping is possible, and wherein, when band mapping is impossible in said rendering means, said 
apparatus informs a host computer to which said apparatus is connected that the band mapping is 
impossible. 

Claim 10 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest, "... wherein said 
rendering step includes performing band mapping of data if band mapping is possible, and 
wherein, when band mapping is impossible in said rendering step, notification is sent to a host 
computer to which an apparatus performing said method is connected , the notification stating 
that the band mapping is impossible." 



Claim 1 1 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest, "... wherein said 
rendering step includes performing band mapping of data if band mapping is possible, and 
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wherein, when band mapping is impossible in said rendering step, notification is sent to a host 
computer to which an apparatus performing said method is connected, the notification stating that 
the band mapping is impossible." 

Claims 3 1 and 32 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in claimed 
combination, "... rendering means for acquiring the image data held in said holding means in units 
of colors by accessing said holding means via a bus, and generating rendering data... determining 
means for, when a format of the image data is RGB format, predicting the rendering time for 
generating the rendering data in the RGB format based on the load of bus for acquiring the image 
data in the RGB format in units of colors, and determining whether or not it is possible to 
generate the rendering data... wherein if it is determined by said determining means that it is not 
possible to generate the rendering data, an image in YMCK format is formed by demanding that 
the information processing apparatus transmits image data in YMCK format."
